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Region getting a second area code: 364 


■ Ten-digit dialing required 
when plan is fully implemented

A second area code is coming to 
western Kentucky in 2014 that will 
require 10-digit dialing — using the 
area code plus the phone number — 
for local calls. 

That’s the solution that the Ken¬ 
tucky Public Service Commission 
had been expected to take to ensure 
that the region doesn’t run out of 
telephone numbers in a year or so. 
The PSC announced its decision 
Monday morning. 


The 364 area code will be super¬ 
imposed onto the region’s existing 
270 area code, meaning two area 
codes will coexist in communities 
such as Henderson, Owensboro, 
Madisonville, Hopkinsville, Pa¬ 
ducah, Bowling Green and Eliza¬ 
bethtown as well as rural western 
Kentucky. 

Current landline and cellphone 
customers will keep their current area 
code and phone numbers; the new 364 
area code will be given to future phone 
customers, starting in 2014. 

It will mark the first time that an 
area code overlay has been applied 


in Kentucky. In the past when a re¬ 
gion started running out of phone 
numbers, area codes have been split 
in two, such as when the 502 area 
code was split in 1999; at that time, 
the Louisville-Frankfort area kept 
502 while western Kentucky was 
switched 270. 

However, overlays have been used 
in other areas, ranging from giant 
metro areas such as New York City 
to the entire state of West Virginia. 

Citizens and especially business 
owners who attended public hear¬ 
ings in western Kentucky this fall 
overwhelmingly said they preferred 
an overlay that would allow them to 
keep their current area code and 
phone number, even if it meant add¬ 
ing a second area code to the region

How it will work 

Ten things to know about western Kentucky’s 
new area code: 

■ All current area code 270 numbers remain un¬ 
changed. Everyone with a 270 area code number 
can keep it. Nobody is required to change their area 
code or phone number. 

■ The overlay affects both landline and wireless 
services. 

■ Area code 364 will be overlaid on top of area 
code 270. That means that area codes 270 and 364 
will occupy the same physical space — western Ken¬ 
tucky — beginning March 2014. 

■ To distinguish between phone numbers with 
area code 270 and those with area code 364,10-digit

■ Two funerals 
begin town’s 
grim procession

NEWTOWN, Conn. - Opening 
a long and almost unbear¬ 
able procession of grief, 
Newtown began burying 
its dead Monday, laying to 
rest two 6-year-old boys — 
one who was crazy about 
the New 
York Giants 
and one 
whose twin 
sister sur¬ 
vived the 
rampage. 

Two fu¬ 
neral homes 
filled with 
mourners 
for Noah 
Pozner and 
Jack Pinto, the first of the 
20 children killed in last 
week’s school massacre 
to receive funerals. 

The gunman also killed 
six adults at Sandy Hook 
Elementary, and his moth¬ 
er in her home, before 
committing suicide. 

A rabbi presided at 
Noah’s service, and in 
keeping with Jewish tra¬ 
dition, the boy was laid 
to rest in a simple brown 
wooden casket with a 


Star of David on it. 

“If Noah had not been 
taken from us, he would 
have become a great man. 
He would been a wonder¬ 
ful husband and a loving 
father,” Noah’s uncle, 


Alexis Haller, told mourn¬ 
ers, according to remarks 
he provided to The Associ¬ 
ated Press. Both services 
were closed to the news 
media. 

Noah’s twin, Arielle, 


who was assigned to a 
different classroom, sur¬ 
vived the killing frenzy by 
20-year-old Adam Lanza, 
an attack so horrifying 
that authorities could not 
say three days later wheth¬ 


er the school would ever 
reopen. 

Newtown, a community 
of 27,000 people, will face 
many more funerals over

Henderson County 
school students are going 
to get a chance to explain 
their views expressed in a 
recent poll, which showed 
that 45 percent describe 
themselves as stuck or 
discouraged. 

Darrell Daigle, direc¬ 
tor of secondary educa¬ 
tion, presented the Gal¬ 
lup poll results Monday 
to the Henderson County 
Board of Education, and 
told members that focus 
groups will be formed to 
get students to explain 
why they answered the 
way they did to pollsters. 

“We can only guess at 
why the kids responded 
the way they did,” Daigle 
said. “The ones who are 
going to tell us why the 
results came out the way 
they did are the students.” 

“This is some really 
positive stuff,” said board 
member Jon Sights. “I’m 
really happy to see us do¬ 
ing this” to get baseline 
data that could be used to 
help deter such incidents 
as the recent tragedy in 
Newtown, Conn. 

Board member Greg 
Hunsaker asked when the 
board could expect to see 
expanded information 
from the focus groups. 

“A lot is going to depend 
on what the kids have to 
tell us,” Daigle respond¬ 
ed. “It’s kind of an art to 
interpret people’s feelings 
as much as it is a science.” 
Board Chairman Ben 
Johnston said the topic will 
be revisited by the board 
once that information is 
available.

Mass murder rate relatively steady over last three decades

WASHINGTON - Friday’s horrific 
slaying of 26 children and adults at 
Sandy Hook Elementary in New¬ 
town, Conn., joins a growing list 
of outrages committed at schools, 
theaters, shopping malls and other 
public places. 

But the occurrence of multiple 


and mass murder in the United 
States has held constant during 
the last 30 years, even though the 
incidence of homicides and other 
kinds of violent crimes has been 
cut nearly in half since the early 
1990s. 

From 1980 through 2010, there 
have been 20,223 cases of homi¬ 
cide involving at least two victims, 
Scripps Howard News Service has 


found in analyzing data it assem¬ 
bled from FBI files and from in¬ 
dividual police departments that 
do not report murder cases to the 
federal government. 

The study found at least 994 
acts of mass murder, generally 
defined as the killing of four or 
more people in a single incident. 
That works out to about 32 acts of 
mass murder each year during the 


last 31 years. 

“Unfortunately, we haven’t 
been able to do a great deal to 
reduce mass killing. It has been 
virtually a straight line over time,” 
said Jack Levin, a criminologist at 
Northeastern University in Bos¬ 
ton who has extensively studied 
serial and mass murder.

Proposals said to create fairer code

LOUISVILLE - A panel appointed by 
Gov. Steve Beshear to review Ken¬ 
tucky’s tax system on Monday rec¬ 
ommended dozens of changes that 
include lowering individual and cor¬ 
porate tax rates, raising the cigarette 
tax and expanding the sales tax to 
certain services. 

Changes suggested by the Gover¬ 
nor’s Blue Ribbon Commission on 
Tax Reform would generate about 
$659 million in additional state rev¬ 
enue each year, said Lt. Gov. Jerry 
Abramson, who headed the group 
that spent months studying the 
state’s tax code. 


He said the proposals would cre¬ 
ate a fairer tax code for families and 
businesses. 

The Democratic governor praised 
the group for its efforts to propose 
a tax code that’s fairer, simpler and 
more responsive to a modern econ¬ 
omy. 

“I will review this report and will 
discuss the findings with legislators 
as we seek ways to make sure our 
state has the resources it needs to 
meet the needs of our people,” the 
governor said in a statement. 

It will be up to lawmakers to de¬ 
cide whether to make changes to 
state tax laws. The state General 
Assembly convenes next month. 
Democrats control the state House, 


while Republicans are in charge of 
the Senate. 

State Rep. Rick Rand, chairman 
of the House budget committee, 
said House leaders looked forward 
to meeting with the governor and 
Senate leaders to discuss tax mod¬ 
ernization efforts. 

“It will take all of us working to¬ 
gether to accomplish any meaningful 
changes,” said Rand, D-Bedford. 

The commission recommends 
more than 50 proposals, including 
lowering the state’s top corporate tax 
rate to 5.8 percent from 6 percent. 

Individual income tax rates also 
would drop from 5.8 percent to 5.5 
percent for adjusted gross income 
between $8,001 and $75,000. For 
income of $75,001 and higher, the 
rate would fall from 6 percent to 5.8 
percent. 


Sen. Daniel Inouye 
of Hawaii dead at 88

WASHINGTON - Recovering 
from war wounds that left 
him with one arm, Danny 
Inouye wanted a cigarette 
and needed a light. 

The nurse at the Army 
hospital in Michigan 
threw a pack of matches 
on his chest. He wanted 
to curse her. Instead, she 
taught him how to light it 
one-handed. 

“Then she said, ‘I’m not 
going to be around here 
for the rest of your life. 
You’ll have to learn how 
to light your own match¬ 
es, cut your own meat, 
dress yourself and do 
everything else. So from 
now on you’re going to be 
learning,”’ Inouye recalled 
decades later. 

From that moment on it 
seemed like nothing would 
stop Daniel K. Inouye, 
who died Monday after 
a uniquely American life 
defined by heroism in war 
and decades of service in 
the Senate. Inouye, who 
broke racial barriers on 
Capitol Hill and played 
key roles in congressional 
investigations of the Wa-

tergate and 
Iran-Contra 
scandals, 
was 88. 

A senator 
since Janu¬ 
ary 1963, 

Inouye was 
currently the 
longest serv¬ 
ing senator 
and was president pro tem¬ 
pore of the Senate. His office 
said Monday that he died of 
respiratory complications. 

Less than an hour after 
Inouye’s passing, Senate 
Majority Leader Harry 
Reid announced Inouye’s 
death to a stunned cham¬ 
ber. “Our friend Daniel In¬ 
ouye has died,” Reid said 
somberly. Shocked mem¬ 
bers of the Senate stood 
in the aisles or slumped in 
their chairs. 

Inouye married Mar¬ 
garet Shinobu Awamura 
in 1949. Their only child, 
Daniel Jr., was born in 
1964. When his wife died 
in 2006, Inouye said, “It 
was a most special bless¬ 
ing to have had Maggie in 
my life for 58 years.” 

He remarried in 2008, to 
Irene Hirano, a Los Ange¬ 
les community leader.

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Yarmuth speaks out for gun measures 


■ Legislator urges Congress to stand up to NRA

LOUISVILLE -The only Democrat 
who will remain in Kentucky’s 
congressional delegation next 
year said Monday that he was 
wrong for not speaking up soon¬ 
er about gun violence and that 
legislators should not fear the 
pro-gun lobby in passing strict¬ 
er controls aimed at avoiding a 
repeat of the carnage at a Con¬ 
necticut school. 

U.S. Rep. John Yarmuth has 
been willing to take stands that 
rile gun-rights activists. He sup¬ 


ports reinstating the federal ban 
on assault weapons. He has co¬ 
sponsored legislation to require 
background checks for buyers at 
gun shows and to prohibit maga¬ 
zine clips that allow a shooter to 
fire off numerous rounds of am¬ 
munition without reloading. 

Yet he sounded remorseful for 
remaining mostly silent about 
the issue. 

“I am now as sorry for that as 
I am for what happened to the 
families who lost so much in this 
most recent, but sadly not isolat¬ 
ed, tragedy,” Yarmuth said in his 
hometown of Louisville, where 


he went to a homeless shelter to 
pass out holiday cards. 

Later, his voice choking with 
emotion, he said, “I will not be 
silent any longer.” 

Americans have the right to 
defend themselves and their 
property, Yarmuth said. And the 
elementary school massacre in 
Connecticut by a gunman that 
left 26 victims, including 20 chil¬ 
dren, probably could not have 
been prevented by any specific 
gun-control law, he said. 

But he urged Congress to take 
“meaningful action” to try to 
prevent such bloodshed. In do¬ 


ing so, Yarmuth said, it should 
stand up to the National Rifle 
Association, which he said has 
spent millions of dollars “instill¬ 
ing fear in our citizens and our 
politicians.” 

“Many of my colleagues are 
afraid that their support of ef¬ 
forts to reduce gun violence 
will bring the wrath of the NRA 
down on them,” Yarmuth said. “I 
believe it is more rational to fear 
guns than it is to fear the illusory 
political power of the NRA.” 

The NRA did not immedi¬ 
ately respond to a call and email 
seeking comment to Yarmuth’s 
remarks. 

Few Kentucky politicians 
speak out against the NRA in a 


state where gun ownership is a 
cherished right. Last month, vot¬ 
ers in the Bluegrass State over¬ 
whelmingly approved a ballot 
measure that makes hunting and 
fishing a constitutional right. 

Asked why he had not been 
more vocal about gun violence 
in the past, Yarmuth pointed to 
what he considered the political 
realities. 

“I think it was probably just 
the feeling of helplessness that 
I would be a voice crying in the 
wilderness,” he said. “That was 
my mistake. It’s not going to hap¬ 
pen anymore.” 

Yarmuth, who received an “F” 
rating from the NRA, won re-elec¬ 
tion to a fourth term last month.

Kentucky priest dying 
of cancer scheduled 
for sexual abuse trial

LOUISVILLE - A Louisville 
Catholic priest with termi¬ 
nal cancer is scheduled to 
go on trial next year to face 
charges he sexually abused 
two boys in the 1970s. 

Attorneys had delayed 
the trial in May because 
doctors said there was a 
possibility the Rev. James 
Schook, who has stage four 
skin cancer, might not live 
to the end of the year. 

On Monday attorneys 
agreed on a June 24 trial 
date for Schook to face 
seven counts of sodomy. 

Jefferson County Com¬ 
monwealth’s Attorney John 
Balliet said after a brief 
court hearing Monday that 
he had spoken with a doc¬ 
tor who said it’s possible 
Schook, 65, could live for 
several more years. Balliet 
said he also received a let¬ 
ter from Schook’s attorney 
that said Schook’s health 
status remains the same 
as it had been in May. 

Balliet said that made 
him re-evaluate and de¬ 
cide to move forward to 
seek a trial date on behalf 
of the two alleged victims. 

One of the men, Mi¬ 
chael Stansbury, said he 
was pleased to hear a date 
has been set but that he re¬ 
mains frustrated because 
he brought his allegations 
against Schook in 2008. 

“Right now I’m kind of 


in shock, because the court 
system I think was hop¬ 
ing he would die so they 
didn’t have to go through 
it,” Stansbury said Monday 
in a phone interview. 

Stansbury said he was 
molested by Schook in the 
1970s when Stansbury was 
in the youth group at St. 
Thomas More Church in 
Louisville, where Schook 
was an assistant pastor. 
Stansbury said he hesi¬ 
tated for decades to reveal 
the abuse because Schook 
knew his family and even 
officiated at Stansbury’s 
second wedding. 

“I need closure and clar¬ 
ity to it,” said Stansbury, 
now 52. “It’s devastated 
my whole life.” 

The Archdiocese of 
Louisville barred Schook, 
most recently the pastor 
of St. Ignatius Martyr Par¬ 
ish, from public ministry 
in 2009 after the abuse al¬ 
legations surfaced. It was 
the first time Schook, a 
priest since 1975, had faced 
abuse allegations, accord¬ 
ing to the archdiocese. 

Schook was permanently 
removed from ministry in 
2010 after an archdiocese re¬ 
view board concluded that 
there were credible allega¬ 
tions that Schook sexually 
abused a teenager in 1985. 

Schook was indicted 
on the sodomy charges in 
June 2011 and is free on a 
$10,000 bond.

Latest mass 
shooting must 
be our last one 

There is something wrong with us as a nation 
when 20 young children are massacred in their 
classroom — one in a long line of such travesties. 
It keeps happening, more often here than in any 
other supposedly civilized country in the world. 
And it has to stop. 

What can anyone say? Perhaps we could turn 
around the oft-heard phrase “Guns don’t kill peo¬ 
ple; people kill people” by acknowledging that so 
many people would not do so — and in such num¬ 
bers — without the ready access to an assault rifle 
such as that the killer used. 

We could discuss the difficulty of dealing with 
mental illness when patients have been turned out 
of facilities or forego treatment because of budget 
cuts or a refusal of a family (or an individual) to 
admit that there is a problem. Perhaps we could 
expand on that subject, bemoaning the contin¬ 
ued (and wrong-minded) stigma/shame/denial of 
mental illness — and why it is so hard for average 
people to get (and afford) help when it is needed 
for themselves or a family member. 

We could talk about evil. 

Or hate. 

Or anger. 

Or fear. 

Or we could ask this: What can we do today that 
might offer at least a small note of solace? 

And we are stumped by our own question. 

At the interfaith service Sunday evening in 
Newtown, Conn., President Barack Obama said 
he would use “whatever power this office holds” 
to engage with law enforcement, mental health 
professionals, parents and educators in an effort 
to prevent more tragedies. 

“What choice do we have?” Obama said on a 
stage that held only a small table covered with a 
black cloth, candles and the presidential podium 
— and no other trappings of his office. “Are we 
really prepared to say that we’re powerless in 
the face of such carnage, that the politics are too 
hard?” 

The time will come — and soon — when we, as 
a nation, have to clearly define just what the Sec¬ 
ond Amendment means. We cannot delay asking 
why mental illness goes untreated and why these 
elements came together to so brutally attack an 
entire town’s hopes for the future. And we must, in 
the depths of despair at what happened in a place 
where everyone felt so safe, find a way to keep the 
conversation civil and ongoing. 

For if we don’t do this now, inevitably we will 
have yet another tragedy to rage against, to report, 
to regret. 

As the families of Newtown begin to bury their 
dead — the children and the adults who performed 
so bravely to protect them — we can be conscious 
of their sorrow, even in the midst of being lost in 
our own gratitude that our children are safe — at 
least for today. 

In the coming days, as they continue the agoniz¬ 
ing task of learning to cope with such loss, we can’t 
simply say it must never happen again. We must 
find common ground to work harder than we ever 
have before to make sure it doesn’t.

Yes, guns actually do kill people 


I considered writing a 
column about gun violence 
in our country on Dec. 1, 
the day that Kansas City 
Chiefs linebacker Javon 
Belcher killed his girl¬ 
friend with a handgun, 
and then, a few minutes 
later, committed suicide 
in front of the Chiefs’ gen¬ 
eral manager and two of 
his coaches. 

The next day, gun-rights 
advocates argued that the 
gun had nothing to do with 
this tragedy, that a power¬ 
ful guy like Belcher could 
have killed his girlfriend 
with his bare hands or a 
baseball bat. In fact, one 
argued, a little more fa¬ 
cetiously than the grim 
occasion warranted, that 
Belcher could have killed 
her with a “butter knife.” 
Are we going to ban but¬ 
ter knives? Or ban auto¬ 
mobiles because people 
sometimes die in them? 

The argument is ridicu¬ 
lous, but I wrote nothing 
about it. Then on Dec. 10, 
a page of my local paper 
carried these three sto¬ 
ries: In Cleveland, Ohio, 
a man killed his wife with 
a handgun and then killed 
himself. In Porterville, 
Calif., a man killed three 
people and wounded three 
children, including his two

daughters. In Mercer, Pa., a 
7-year-old was killed by a 
gun his father thought was 
unloaded. 

The next day, Dec. 11, a 
gunman opened fire in a 
shopping mall in Portland, 
Ore., killing two people 
and wounding another. 
One would think that all 
this carnage is worth writ¬ 
ing about. But stories like 
these are just business as 
usual in the United States, 
a nation awash with more 
than 310 million guns. Ac¬ 
cording to the FBI, almost 
48,000 people in the Unit¬ 
ed States were murdered 
by firearms between 2006 
and 2010. Including acci¬ 
dents and suicides, more 
than 30,000 people die ev¬ 
ery year from firearms. In 
the United States, there’s 
nothing particularly re¬ 
markable about a man 
killing his wife or random 
strangers with a handgun. 

No, it takes a dramatic 
event like the shooting that 
occurred in Newtown, 
Conn., on Dec. 14 to get 
our attention. Twenty-six 
people, including 20 chil¬ 


dren ages 6 to 7 years, were 
killed by a single shooter 
with high-powered, high- 
capacity, semiautomatic 
firearms. Some politicians 
and, certainly, gun-rights 
advocates argue that now 
isn’t the time to politicize 
a tragedy by talking about 
laws and policies that per¬ 
mit a deranged man to ob¬ 
tain such potent weapons. 
They are wrong: The events 
in Newtown demand a seri¬ 
ous discussion, now, about 
how we begin to protect 
ourselves and our children 
from firearm violence. 

I’m no great fan of hand¬ 
guns, but I’m a strong 
supporter of the Second 
Amendment. Why? Be¬ 
cause it’s in the Constitu¬ 
tion. Of course the amend¬ 
ment ties the keeping and 
bearing of arms to a “well 
regulated militia,” but I 
won’t quibble over the 
stretch that it takes to ar¬ 
rive at a citizen’s right to 
own a firearm for hunting 
and for self-protection. 

But the movie “Lincoln” 
includes a relevant scene: 
A besieged lawmaker pulls 
from his coat an unwieldy 
muzzle-loading pistol. His 
first shot is discharged 
harmlessly into the air, and 
his assailant has plenty of 
time to make an easy get¬ 


away while the lawmaker 
reloads, tediously ram-rod- 
ding down the barrel the 
powder, ball and wadding. 

Such are the weapons 
that the Founding Fa¬ 
thers had in mind when 
the Second Amendment 
was enacted. Comanches 
could lay down fusillades 
of arrows with more accu¬ 
racy and deadly effect than 
these primitive muzzle- 
loaders could. The Second 
Amendment doesn’t imag¬ 
ine the concealable, high- 
capacity, higher-powered, 
semiautomatic weapons 
that make possible trag¬ 
edies like Newtown, Conn. 

In fact, massacres like 
these can’t be commit¬ 
ted with butter knives 
and baseball bats or even 
with reasonable weapons 
that can be used for self- 
defense and hunting. Mr. 
President, senators and 
representatives, the time 
has come. Muster the 
courage and will required 
to confront the gun lobby 
and to protect American 
children from more New¬ 
town atrocities. 

It’s too late for 20 of our 
children; many of their 
names can be found be¬ 
neath Connecticut Christ¬ 
mas trees, on presents that 
will never be opened. 


Census report shows U.S. becoming more diverse 


We are not the same 
people we were, and the 
cultural and political rami¬ 
fications are huge. 

According to the Census 
Bureau, that collector of all 
things interesting about 
us, the November elec¬ 
tion that gave President 
Barack Obama a second 
term largely because he 
got 78 percent of the non¬ 
white vote was a precursor 
of things to come. 

In 30 years, whites will 
no longer be a majority of 
the population. The popu¬ 
lation now is 315 million; 
in 38 years, there will be 
400 million of us, but only 
43 percent will be white 
compared with 63 percent 
today. In 1960, whites con¬ 
stituted 85 percent of U.S. 
residents. 

Actually, population 
growth has slowed con¬ 
siderably; a few years ago, 
the Census said we would 
reach 400 million 12 years 
earlier than the demog¬ 
raphers predict now. Not 
surprisingly, it’s not just 
because of fertility rates; 
we are an aging popula¬ 
tion. By 2056, Americans 
over 65 will outnumber 
children under 18 for the 
first time in U.S. history. 

This means fewer work¬ 



ing adults will pay those 
pesky Social Security 
and Medicare taxes. Also, 
Americans 85 and older 
will triple to 18.2 million, 
making up 4 percent of the 
entire population. 

It’s now easier to see 
why neither Capitol Hill 
Republicans nor White 
House officials want to 
make the first move to¬ 
ward outlining specific 
details on how to limit So¬ 
cial Security and Medicare 
benefits. 

By 2060, Hispanic 
Americans will account 
for almost one of every 
three people living in the 
United States. Watch for 
this trend to have a major 
impact on language, food, 
music, education and val¬ 
ues before the amazing 
American assimilation 
machine does its magic. 

The demographic shift 
is probably the single larg¬ 
est reason Mitt Romney 


lost the election. He won 
white votes by a 20 percent 
margin, but unlike in pre¬ 
vious elections, that was 
no longer enough to win 
the White House. 

Romney’s hapless strug¬ 
gles to find a message that 
resonated with Hispanics 
emphasized how out of 
step the Republican Par¬ 
ty has become with the 
changing demographics of 
the country. Here’s betting 
that we will see a far dif¬ 
ferent election fight in 2016 
unless Republicans decide 
to completely self-destruct. 

As children of immi¬ 
grants become the fastest- 
growing demographic, the 
pressure on educators and 
politicians who fund edu¬ 
cation will be enormous. 
We must do a better job 
of making certain those 
children have the skills 
to compete in a world 
in which U.S. academic 
achievement is slipping 
dramatically. 

Other minority groups 
are gaining ground as 
well. By 2060, as Hispan¬ 
ics make up 31 percent of 
the population, blacks will 
increase to 14.7 percent. 
Asians will increase to 8 
percent, up from 5 percent. 

Minority children will 


become the majority of 
children far sooner — in 
2019. In 2011, racial and 
ethnic minorities became 
a majority among babies 
ages 1 and younger for the 
first time. 

Speaking of the young, 
here’s another Census Bu¬ 
reau observation. Young 
Americans are moving 
again. That trend slowed 
to near-record lows dur¬ 
ing the recession, which is 
bad because it contributes 
to economic stagnation. 
If young Americans are 
leaving home to start fresh 
someplace else, that’s good 
news and not just for their 
empty-nest parents. 

American history has 
shown constant change, 
which may be difficult for 
some but is necessary. For 
example, 2012 was the year 
when a majority of Ameri¬ 
cans first supported civil 
rights for gays and lesbi¬ 
ans. It also took decades 
before we embraced the 
vote for women and civil 
rights for black Americans. 
But we did, and we are a far 
better people for it. 

The emerging demo¬ 
graphic changes will make 
us more diverse and, if 
we are smart, better and 
stronger.

Scott is named S.C. senator 


■ He is first black GOP 
to fill post in decades

COLUMBIA, S.C.- Gov. Nikki Haley ap¬ 
pointed Rep. Tim Scott to the U.S. 
Senate on Monday, making him the 
South’s first black Republican sena¬ 
tor since Reconstruction in a state 
whose politics is steeped in the his¬ 
tory of slavery and Civil War. 

“It speaks to the evolution of South 
Carolina and our nation,” Scott, 47, 
said of his appointment to fill the seat 
vacated by Sen. Jim DeMint, a con¬ 
servative who resigned his post with 
four years left in his second term to 
head a right-leaning think tank. 
Haley, a daughter of Indian im¬ 


migrants who became South 
Carolina’s first female and mi¬ 
nority governor in 2010, ac¬ 
knowledged making history 
with her appointment, but she 
stressed that she picked Scott 
for his conservative values. 

“He earned this seat for 
what I know he’s going to do 
in making South Carolina and 
our country proud,” she said. 

Scott, 47, will be sworn in 
Jan. 3. Senate Republicans 
welcomed the appointment, which 
comes more than a month after poor 
performance with minorities forced 
soul-searching to broaden its appeal. 

He’ll become only the fourth black 
Republican in Senate history and the 
only black Republican in Congress, 
after Rep. Allen West, of Florida, lost 
his re-election bid last month.

Sen. Marco Rubio, R-Fla., 
one of two Hispanics in the 
Senate, called Scott “a pas¬ 
sionate, thoughtful and sin¬ 
cere advocate for the people 
of South Carolina and for lim¬ 
ited government principles.” 

Scott will serve for two years 
and faces election in November 
2014. “I have no doubt he’ll fly 
through 2014,” Haley said. 

Scott said he believes in term 
limits and would likely limit 
himself to two terms. 

Scott grew up in poverty in North 
Charleston. His parents divorced 
when he was 7, and he remembered 
his mom working 16 hours a day. 

“To the single moms out there, don’t 
give up on your kids. It may get tough. 
It may be challenging, but all things 
are truly possible,” he said.

- A pair of 
NASA spacecraft tumbled 
out of orbit around the moon 
and crashed back-to-back 
into the surface on Monday, 
ending a mission that peered 
into the lunar interior. 

Engineers commanded 
the twin spacecraft, Ebb and 
Flow, to fire their engines 
and burn their remaining 
fuel. Ebb plunged first, slam¬ 
ming into a mountain near 
the moon’s north pole. Its 
twin, Flow, followed about a 
half-minute later and aimed 
for the same target. 

By design, the final rest¬ 


ing place was far away from 
the Apollo landing sites 
and other historical spots. 

After the double impacts, 
mission chief scientist Ma¬ 
ria Zuber of the Massachu¬ 
setts Institute of Technol¬ 
ogy said the spot has been 
named after team member 
Sally Ride, the first Ameri¬ 
can woman in space. 

Since the crash site was 


in darkness, the final act 
was not visible from Earth. 
The Lunar Reconnaissance 
Orbiter circling the moon 
will pass over the mountain 
and attempt to photograph 
the skid marks left as they 
hit the surface at 3,800 mph. 

After rocketing off the 
launchpad in September 
2011, Ebb and Flow took a 
roundabout journey to the 


moon, arriving over the 
New Year’s holiday on a 
gravity-mapping mission. 

Ebb and Flow focused ex¬ 
clusively on measuring the 
gravity field in a bid to learn 
more about its interior and 
early history. After flying in 
formation for months, they 
produced the most detailed 
gravity maps of any body in 
the solar system. 


KANSAS 

Man who killed two 
cops is shot to death 

TOPEKA - A man with a his¬ 
tory of theft and weapons 
convictions gunned down 
two police officers investi¬ 
gating possible drug activ¬ 
ity in a parking lot, and was 
later killed after an armed 
standoff. 

Kyle Smith, of the Kan¬ 
sas Bureau of Investigation, 
identified the man who 
opened fire on Cpl. David 
Gogian, 50, and Officer Jeff 
Atherly, 29, on Sunday night 
as David Tiscareno, 22. 

Shawnee County Sher¬ 
iff Herman Jones said Tis¬ 
careno was seated in a car 
stopped in the parking lot of 
a grocery store when police 
ordered the occupants to 
get out. After shooting two 
of the three responding of¬ 
ficers, Tiscareno drove from 
the scene. The third officer 
returned fire. 

Authorities found Tis¬ 
careno holed up early Mon¬ 
day at a house about a mile 
away. When negotiations 
broke down, KBI agents 
fired tear gas inside. Tis¬ 
careno then emerged from 
the home with a gun, and 
officers opened fire. 

OHIO 

Governor spares 
obese killer 

COLUMBUS -The governor 
on Monday sidestepped a 
decision about whether a 
condemned inmate was too 
fat to be humanely execut¬ 
ed by sparing the prisoner 
on the grounds that he had 
poor legal representation. 

Gov. John Kasich’s deci¬ 
sion to grant clemency to 
Ronald Post mirrored the 
recommendation of mercy 
by the state parole board, 
which said it didn’t doubt 
Post’s guilt but said there 
were too many problems 
with how he was repre¬ 
sented 30 years ago. 

Post, who weighs 450 


pounds, never raised the 
issue of his size with the 
board. Kasich commuted 
Post’s sentence to life with 
no chance of parole. Post 
was scheduled to die Jan. 
16 for killing Elyria motel 
clerk Helen Vantz in a 1983 
robbery. 

NEW YORK 

Defense: Madoff 
will be‘pariah’ 

NEWYORK- A defense law¬ 
yer says the brother of im¬ 
prisoned Wall Street finan¬ 
cier Bernard Madoff will be 
left penniless and spend his 
remaining days as a “jobless 
pariah” in or out of prison. 

Attorney John Wing 
made the observations in a 
sentencing memorandum 
made public Monday, three 
days before Peter Madoff 
is to be sentenced in New 
York for his role in a fraud 
that cheated thousands of 
people out of $20 billion. 

DISTRICT OF COLUMBIA 

Census to offer 
Internet surveys 

WASHINGTON -For the first 
time, the Census Bureau 
is giving households a 
chance to respond to gov¬ 
ernment surveys over the 
Internet, part of a bid to 
save costs in a digital age. 

The new online option 
will supplement the tra¬ 
ditional census mail-out 
operation. 

It is a major shift for the 
agency, which has relied 
almost exclusively on pa¬ 
per forms since 1970 but 
is now moving toward a 
more Internet-based sys¬ 
tem after spending a re¬ 
cord $13 billion on the 2010 
census. 

“The online response 
option is part of an ongo¬ 
ing digital transformation 
at the Census Bureau,” said 
Thomas Mesenbourg, the 
Bureau’s acting director.

Vice president seeks 
deal with rebels 

Syria’s vice president 
has acknowledged that 
the army cannot defeat the 
rebel forces trying to top¬ 
ple the regime and called 
for a negotiated settlement 
to save the country from 
ruin. 

The rare, candid 
comments by Farouk 
al-Sharaa, a longtime close 
aide to President Bashar 
Assad’s family, suggested 
his embattled regime may 
be contemplating an exit 
strategy as rebel forces 
move closer to the capital 
Damascus. He spoke in an 
interview published Mon¬ 
day by Lebanese newspa¬ 
per Al-Akhbar. 

IRAQ 

At least 25 killed 
in wave of bombings 

BAGHDAD - A wave of 
bombings hit ethnically 
disputed northern areas 
and other parts of Iraq on 
Monday, killing 25 people 
and wounding dozens. 

The attacks deepen 
fears that militants are 
seeking to reignite ethnic 
and sectarian violence in 
the country, where ten¬ 
sions remain high over ar¬ 
eas contested between the 
central government and 
Kurdish minority. Deadly 
violence also continues 
between the country’s two 
dominant sects — Sunni 
and Shiite Muslims. 

The deadliest of Mon¬ 
day’s attacks took place in 
al-Mouafaqiyah, a village 
inhabited by families from 
the Shabak ethnic group. 

Seven people were 
killed and 11 were wound¬ 
ed in the bombing, accord¬ 
ing to police officials. 

Elsewhere in the north, 
two car bombs went off 
in a majority Turkomen 
neighborhood in the city of 
Tuz Khormato, killing five 
people and wounding 26, 


said Mohammed al-Asi, a 
spokesman for Salahuddin 
provincial council. 

PAKISTAN 

At least 17 killed 
in car bombing 

PESHAWAR- A car bomb 
exploded in a crowded 
market in Pakistan’s 
troubled northwest tribal 
region near the Afghan 
border Monday, killing 
17 people and wound¬ 
ing more than 40 others, 
officials said. 

The bomb went off near 
the women’s waiting area 
of a bus stop close to the 
office of one of the Khy- 
ber tribal area’s top politi¬ 
cal officials, said Hidayat 
Khan, a local government 
official. It was unclear if 
the office was the target, 
he added. The 17 dead in¬ 
cluded five boys and two 
women, said Abdul Qu- 
doos, a doctor at a hospital 
in Jamrud town, where the 
attack occurred. 

At least 44 people were 
wounded, he said. 

ISRAEL 

Building plans set 
for east Jerusalem 

JERUSALEM - Israel on 
Monday said it was push¬ 
ing forward with plans to 
build hundreds of homes 
in a Jewish settlement of 
east Jerusalem, risking re¬ 
newed tensions with the 
Palestinians and its West¬ 
ern allies over the conten¬ 
tious project. 

The announcement was 
part of a new Israeli settle¬ 
ment push announced ear¬ 
lier this month as retalia¬ 
tion for the Palestinians’ 
success in winning U.N. 
recognition for a state at 
the United Nations. Israel 
was widely criticized in¬ 
ternationally for the settle¬ 
ment plans, though actual 
construction would be far 
in the future.

■ Endorsement 
too weak to 
silence critics

CAIRO - Just under a third 
of voters turned out for the 
first stage of the referendum 
on a constitution meant to 
be a historic milestone in 
setting Egypt’s future, a 
showing critics say deepens 
doubts over the legitimacy 
of a charter that has already 
polarized the country. 

The dismal showing also 
raises the question whether 
Egyptians have been turned 
off by the turmoil that has 
characterized the country’s 
politics throughout the 
nearly two years since the 
ouster of Hosni Mubarak’s 
autocratic regime. 

Last Saturday’s voting 


took place in 10 of Egypt’s 
27 provinces, including 
Cairo and the nation’s sec¬ 
ond largest city Alexandria. 
Some 26 million voters were 
eligible to vote, but only 32 
percent of them did. Voting 
in the remainder 17 provinc¬ 
es will take place Saturday. 

The turnout was the sec¬ 
ond lowest of the relentless 
series of five nationwide 
elections that Egyptians 
have been called to in the 22 
months since Mubarak’s fall 
in last year’s popular upris¬ 
ing. The highest was nearly 
60 percent in the election 
of parliament’s lawmaking 
lower chamber. The low¬ 
est was an embarrassing 
8 percent for the vote for the 
upper chamber, a largely 
toothless body that the pub¬ 
lic cares little about. 

Besides the low turnout, 
preliminary results show 
that the “yes” vote carried 
the first round only by a 


slim margin of 56 percent, 
hardly the resounding en¬ 
dorsement the Islamists 
were looking for to silence 
the increasingly vocal and 
united opposition that 
called on supporters to vote 
“no.” 

For weeks, legal experts 
in Egypt have said if turnout 
is low and the final majority 
in favor of the constitution 
is lower than 70 percent, it 
would raise damaging ques¬ 
tions about how representa¬ 
tive the document is of the 
nation. 

But a spokesman for Is¬ 
lamist President Moham¬ 
med Morsi dismissed any 
talk of thresholds. 

“The new constitution 
will be adopted and go into 
effect if the result of the 
referendum is 50 plus 1 per¬ 
cent of votes,” said Yasser 
Ali. “This is what is in the 
election law and it has not 
been changed.” 


Sabotage 
blamed in 
Bangladesh 
deadly fire 

■ Blaze killed 
112 people at 
garment factory

DHAKA, Bangladesh - A 

Bangladesh government 
committee investigating 
the garment factory fire 
that killed 112 people last 
month said in its findings 
Monday that the blaze 
was sabotage, probably 
by someone who worked 
there. 

But the panel said that 
no matter who set the fire, 
the owner of the factory 
also should be punished 
for the deaths because he 
neglected worker safety. 

“If someone is respon¬ 
sible for such a huge num¬ 
ber of deaths, that’s him. 
He has failed to ensure 
safety,” committee head 
Mainuddin Khandaker 
said of factory owner Del- 
war Hossain. 

Some government and 
garment industry officials 
had alleged soon after the 
Nov. 24 fire that it was an 
act of sabotage, though a 
fire official said casualties 
would have been greatly 
reduced if the factory had 
followed safety rules. 

The factory lacked 
emergency exits, and Hos¬ 
sain has said only three 
floors of the eight-story 
building were legally built. 
Surviving employees said 
gates had been locked and 
managers had told them to 
go back to work after the 
fire alarm went off. 

The four-member com¬ 
mittee submitted its report 
to the government Monday. 
At least two other investi¬ 
gations are continuing.

UPS design lab puts boxes, 
packages to the smash test

ADDISON, III. - It looks like a 
torture chamber for card¬ 
board and bubble wrap. At 
a lab in suburban Chicago, 
UPS Inc. tests new pack¬ 
aging designs by dropping, 
shaking and smashing 
boxes with brutal-looking 
equipment. The point is to 
see what type of packag¬ 
ing can withstand the trip 
from supplier to custom¬ 
er, protecting the delicate 
products inside. 

From cupcakes to live 
crickets, products of a 
mind-boggling variety 
are now shipped by on¬ 
line retailers to consumers 
around the world. As the 
holiday shipping season 
throttles up, companies 
want their products to ar¬ 
rive safely. But they also 
demand sustainable ma¬ 
terials for their packaging 
so they can boast of being 
green. On top of that, they 
want to reduce their costs. 

The UPS Package De¬ 
sign and Testing Lab helps 
with all that, crunching 
and squeezing prototype 
packaging for 750 busi¬ 
nesses a year and design¬ 
ing innovative new boxes 


for an additional 50 cus¬ 
tomers. 

Men’s suits arriving at 
the store wrinkled? That’s 
a job for UPS’ Quint Mari¬ 
ni and his team of eight 
packaging engineers. 
Their new design for a 
perfect suit box solved 
the problem by layering 10 
suits on hangers in alter¬ 
nate directions and keep¬ 
ing them in place with a 


built-in strap. 

“It took us five months,” 
Marini said. “First we were 
going to put each suit on a 
piece of corrugated (card¬ 
board) and tag it to it. That 
didn’t work. Then some¬ 
one came up with this 
design. But it took three 
months to make sure.” 

Boxes to protect fragile 
frosting on cupcakes, to 
keep cheesecakes cold, 


to keep pharmaceuticals 
at room temperature — 
Marini’s team has de¬ 
signed them. Their busiest 
time is summer when com¬ 
panies get ready to launch 
new products. 

A typical testing work¬ 
out takes four hours. 
Boxes get a 900-pound 
hug from the compres¬ 
sion table. They crash 17 
times from the drop tes¬ 
ter. They endure the cru¬ 
elty of the bridge impact 
tester, which slams into 


them from the sky like a 
karate chop. They shake 
for two hours on the vibra¬ 
tion table, which mimics a 
bumpy truck ride. The al¬ 
titude chamber simulates 
flight conditions; it can ex¬ 
plode bag of potato chips. 

To demonstrate atypical 
test, packaging engineer 
Kyle Blakey switches on 
a pneumatic compression 
table. A box withstands 
900 pounds of force, but 
eventually the box buckles 
under an iron plate when 


Blakey turns the force up 
to 2,000 pounds. 

Other shipping com¬ 
panies, including FedEx 
Corp., have similar labs. 

Marini gets some odd 
requests. 

One supplier of reptile 
foods wanted to ship dead 
rats and live crickets in 
the same truck. Marini 
advised against it: The dry 
ice needed to keep the rats 
from decomposing would 
have suffocated the crick¬ 
ets. 

Marini has some tips for 
people packing breakable 
holiday gifts: 

■ Start with a new box. 

■ Fill partway with foam 
packing peanuts. 

■ Place a piece of corru¬ 
gated cardboard on top of 
the foam peanuts. 

■ Wrap the gift items in 
bubble wrap. Place them in 
a snug layer on top of the 
cardboard platform. There 
shouldn’t be too much give 
or extra space. 

■ Place another piece of 
corrugated cardboard on 
top of that. 

■ Add more packing 
peanuts a little higher than 
the brim. 

Close the box and use 
packing tape on all the 
seams. 

Marini packed just such 
a box recently in the lab 
and had his crew drop it 
repeatedly from the drop 
tester. The ornaments and 
snow globe he packed in¬ 
side survived perfectly. 


Smartphones can soon be used to ‘e-hail’ New York taxis

NEW YORK - Raising your 
arm and yelling “taxi!” is 
the old-fashioned way to 
nab a New York City cab. 
Soon, all you’ll need is a 
smartphone app. 

New York City’s Taxi 
and Limousine Commis¬ 
sion on Thursday ap¬ 
proved a pilot program 
allowing riders to “e-hail” 
yellow cabs, starting Feb. 
15 on a test basis. Until 
now, the city has banned 
yellow taxis from prear¬ 
ranging rides. 

“We should not ignore 
technology that’s out 
there. This is not specula¬ 
tive, this is real,” Commis¬ 
sioner David Yassky said. 

The commission issued 
a news release after the 
vote celebrating what it 
called “appy days ahead.” 

The system will be tried 
out for one year. After 
the free apps start link¬ 
ing customers with driv¬ 
ers in mid-February, the 
commission will produce 
quarterly reports on the 
program’s success, leading 
to a decision on whether to 
extend it. 

At least a dozen compa¬ 
nies are ready to provide 
the service, including ones 
now operating in other 
U.S. cities and overseas. 
London has a thriving taxi 
e-hail system. 

A group of cabbies at¬ 
tended the commission 
hearing. One later ad¬ 
dressed the issue of cus¬ 
tomers who still want to 
hail a cab the traditional 
way — by standing in the 
street and waving — and 
who might worry that cab¬ 
bies will pass them by. 

“If I accept an e-hail, I 
won’t stop for a person on 
the street,” acknowledged 
driver Mohammad Butt, 
35, a Staten Island resident. 
“But if I have a passenger 
in the car now, I don’t stop, 
either.” 
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A woman gets into a taxi outside Penn Station in New York. 
Last week, New York City’s Taxi & Limousine Commission 
approved a plan that will allow riders to “e-hail” yellow cabs 
using their smart phones. The plan will start a year long test 
on Feb. 15,2013. 


On the other hand, driv¬ 
er Antonio Clark said the 
smartphone hail will make 
getting a cab easier at night 
in neighborhoods where 
they’re not easily available. 

“You don’t have to stand 
on a dark, empty street,” 
said Clark, 30, of Brooklyn. 
“You can wait inside an en¬ 
trance, because the driver 
has your address.” 

Jerry Corraya, 23, is a fan 
of the new service because 
he lives in Queens, “where 
it’s hard to get a cab.” 

Besides, “the world is 
moving fast, and we have 
to go with it,” said Corraya, 
who works at a pastry stand 
in Penn Station. 

Commission research 
showed drivers still prefer 
to pick up gesturing pas¬ 
sengers, Yassky said. 

“They’ll still tend to pick 
up a ride that’s there first,” 
he said. “I think drivers will 
use the app when there’s no 
passenger out there.” 

Here’s how it works. A 
potential fare uses the app 



to request a ride. That re¬ 
quest goes out to all par¬ 
ticipating cabbies within 
a certain distance, and the 
cabbie who uses his or her 
own cellphone to respond 
first will get the fare. 

City law prohibits driv¬ 
ers from talking on hand¬ 
held cellphones, but they 


will be able to use them to 
respond to an e-hail. 

The electronic system is 
optional for cab companies. 
Mensah Kwabenah, a cab¬ 
bie waiting for customers 
near Penn Station, said he’ll 
respond to app hails if his 
cab owner wants him to. 

The 56-year-old driver 
said that personally, he felt 
checking his phone for a 
customer’s location “is go¬ 
ing to be a distraction, and 
it could cause accidents” 
— even if the cell phone is 
mounted. 

The commission was 
subject to lobbying from 
the service car industry, 
which fears loss of business 
if yellow cabs are allowed 
to prearrange rides. 

The commissioner said 
the city will make sure 
both drivers and customers 
are protected. The driver 
should be able to accept 
a ride with a single touch 
after receiving a passenger 
signal, Yassky said. 

Distance limits will be 
built into the technology. 
For example, from 59th 
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Street to Battery Park in 
Manhattan — the primary 
business zone — yellow 
cabs will be allowed to re¬ 
spond to an electronic hail 
within a half-mile. Else¬ 
where in the city, the limit 
is a mile and a half. 

Customers may pay by 
using apps that interact with 
the technology being used 
in a particular yellow cab, 
according to TLC spokes¬ 
man Allan Fromberg. 

Lynn Janczak, waiting 
for a cab in front of Penn 
Station, prefers to keep 
things simple. 


A former New York 
resident who lives in West 
Hartford, Conn., and 
works in marketing, she’s 
well-equipped for stop¬ 
ping cabs in the city — by 
carrying a yellow mitt on a 
stick marked with the word 
“taxi.” 

“No, I’m not going to e- 
hail, because I think we’re 
already too dependent on 
electronics,” she declared, 
adding that it won’t bother 
her if a cab passes her for 
an e-hail. 

Plus, she said, her mitt 
“really works.”

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Fossil hunting is a family affair Special Report

COVINGTON, Ky. - It does not look like 
much, this building near the railroad 
tracks and the massive old gas tanks in 
Northern Kentucky. 

But inside, ancient history is being re¬ 
vealed. Fossils hundreds of millions of 
years old emerge from shale and lime¬ 
stone and are born again in their bizarre 
beauty. 

These ancient creatures are trilobites, 
an underwater invertebrate that had a 
hard outer shell and went extinct before 
dinosaurs walked the earth. During the 
Ordovician Period of the Paleozoic Era, 
trilobites used to populate the ocean floor 
in what is now Ohio. That was about 440 
million years ago. 

If trilobites have a cousin in today’s 
world, it would be a lobster or a horse¬ 
shoe crab, although they were typically 
smaller. 

These fossils end up in Covington be¬ 
cause of the work of three men, the Coo¬ 
per brothers and their dad, who research 
the fossils, find them and then extract 
them from their stone graves. The men 
then sell the fossils to collectors or give 
them to museums for the world to see. 
They have pieces at the Smithsonian and 
the Museum of Natural History & Science 
at the Cincinnati Museum Center. 

The Cooper men are perfectly suited 
for this peculiar endeavor. Each has dif¬ 
ferent talents, and all work toward a com¬ 
mon goal. 

Jason Cooper, 36, is an outdoorsman 
who likes to work in the field digging the 
fossils up. Ben Cooper, 34, is a father and 
husband with more of an artist’s sensibil¬ 
ity. He spends most of his time in the lab 
turning the fossils into works of art. The 
brothers have been doing this as a busi¬ 
ness full-time for five years. 

Dan Cooper, 60, their father, is a re¬ 
cently retired aerospace engineer who 
likes to do a little of everything. He likes 
to investigate where the trilobites might 
be found and to prepare the land for a fos¬ 
sil hunt. He has decades of experience. 

In 1985, when the state of Ohio named 
the trilobite the official Ohio fossil, offi¬ 
cials went to Dan for a good sample. The 
whole fossil community had told Ohio 


officials he would have the best. 

Today this family is running what Dan 
calls “probably the largest invertebrate 
fossil prep lab in the world.” 

Then he pauses for a moment and tries 
to think of how many there might be. “We 
may be the only large invertebrate prep 
lab in the world.” 

Fossil hunting is a Cooper family affair 

The Cooper family’s interest in these 
ancient fossils actually started a genera¬ 
tion earlier, in the early 1960s, when Dan’s 
father, Don, was out in Monroe, and a man 
told him that a local field was known for 
having fossils. 

Don was not particularly interested, 
but when he went home he told his wife, 
who went by Lou, about the trilobites. Lou 
wanted to head right back out to look for 
them. 

Dan still has the first one that his par¬ 
ents found. And his passion was born as 
soon as he was old enough to hunt for 
them on his own. 

As he grew older, in his spare time he 
would research places where trilobites 
might be found. 

Dan said geologists from Ohio and oth¬ 
er states used to survey land, often look¬ 
ing for places where coal might be found. 

But their field notes, dating back to the 
1800s, would include everything they 
saw, including trilobite fossils, which are 
sometimes visible along the top of a rock. 

When they find land that might be 
right, Dan or Jason will talk to the owner 
about leasing it. Sometimes the Coopers 
will buy land, but they know that even 
with all of their research fossil hunting is 
still speculative. Leasing is better. 

A run-of-the-mill fossil, small and in¬ 
complete or damaged, might sell for $10. 
A beautiful sample, rare and large and 
perfectly restored, with many hours of 
labor associated with it, could sell for 
$10,000 or more. 

There are high-end collectors and 
simple enthusiasts. There are people who 
love the art and the history and the work 
that goes into a restored trilobite and peo¬ 
ple who simply want to hold something in 
their hand that lived on the bottom of an 
ocean a few hundred million years ago. 

And for the Coopers, providing these 
ancient creatures allows them to do what 
they love best and find most interesting.

The Scripps study found

in South Burlington, Vt., 
because of an unspecified 
threat.

Sandy Hook desks are 
being taken to the Chalk 
Hill school in Monroe, 
empty since town schools 
consolidated last year, and 
tradesmen are donating 
their services to get the 
school ready within a mat¬ 
ter of days. 

“These are innocent 
children that need to 
be put on the right path 
again,” Monroe police Lt. 
Brian McCauley said.

and requiring 10-digit lo¬ 
cal dialing. An overlay was 
favored by a 4-to-l margin 
by the 203 people who 
submitted comments to 
the PSC. 

“I feel our prayers were 
answered,” Susie Givens, 
president of Givens Inter¬ 
national Drilling Supplies 
Inc. near Corydon, which 
sells drill bits and related 
products to the construc¬ 
tion, water well and min¬ 
eral extraction industries 
around the world. 

Based on her experienc¬ 
es following the 1999 area 
code split, Givens feared 
that she would lose busi¬ 
ness from old customers 
who might not know that 
her area code had changed. 

“Public opinion has 
shifted dramatically in 
the six years since the 
PSC last considered this 
matter,” PSC Chairman 
David Armstrong said in 
a statement. “It appears 
that the public is much less 
concerned about 10-digit 
dialing than about the pos¬ 
sibility of having to change 
phone numbers.” 

Changing area codes 
was a particular concern 
to business people, who 
noted that they would have 
to change business cards, 
brochures, letterheads, 
websites and other mate¬ 
rials. 

An overlay was also fa¬ 
vored by the telecommu¬ 
nications industry, which 
said it would be techni¬ 
cally easier to implement 
than another area code 
split. 

The PSC said overlays 
have been used in 23 of the 
last 24 area codes created 
across the country. 

Armstrong noted that 
Kentuckians will have 
more than a year to pre¬ 
pare for the transition. 

The PSC was formally 
notified in April of the 
need for a new area code 
in western Kentucky by 
the North American Num¬ 
bering Plan Administrator

■ Ten-digit dialing 
means dialing the area 
code before dialing the 
number itself — for ex¬

(NANPA), the agency that 
distributes blocks of phone 
numbers to providers and 
tracks number exhaustion 
in area codes. 

NANPA initially said a 
new area code would be 
needed in early 2015, but 
later revised that projec¬ 
tion to early 2014. 

Under the PSC’s order 
on Monday, telecommu¬ 
nication providers must 
begin preparing their net¬ 
works for the change no 
later than Feb. 2,2013. 

Landline and wireless 
phone providers also are 
required to prepare cus¬ 
tomer education plans. 

Starting Aug. 3, 2013, 
consumers will be able 
to place local calls with 
either seven-digit or 
10-digit dialing. That so- 
called “permissive dial¬ 
ing period” will allow 
people to transition into 
10-digit dialing as well as 
provide an opportunity 
for private telephone sys¬ 
tems to be reprogrammed 
and tested in preparation 
for mandatory 10-digit di¬ 
aling. 

Mandatory 10-digit dial¬ 
ing will go into effect on 
Feb. 1, 2014. At that point, 
local calls using the cur¬ 
rent seven-digit dialing 
rules will no longer be 
connected. 

The first phone num¬ 
bers using area code 364 
may be assigned begin¬ 
ning March 3, 2014. Area 
code 270 numbers can also 
be assigned after that date, 
but their availability will 
depend on how many re¬ 
main in the inventory of 
each phone company. 

Meanwhile, PSC staff 
will be available to make 
presentations to local gov¬ 
ernments, chambers of 
commerce, civic groups 
and other organizations.

Obama gives ground in budget talks

WASHINGTON - President Barack 
Obama has agreed to curtail future 
cost-of-living increases for recipi¬ 
ents of Social Security and softened 
his demand for higher taxes at upper 
income levels as part of accelerating 
talks with House Speaker John Boeh- 
ner to avoid a “fiscal cliff,” people fa¬ 
miliar with the talks said Monday. 

Speaking a few hours after Obama 
and Boehner met at the White House, 
these people said the president was 
now seeking higher tax rates begin¬ 
ning at incomes over $400,000 for 
couples, down from the $250,000 
level that was a cornerstone of his 
successful campaign for re-election. 


Obama’s willingness to reduce fu¬ 
ture cost-of-living increases in Social 
Security and numerous other gov¬ 
ernment programs marked a clear 
a concession to Boehner, although 
it came with an asterisk. The presi¬ 
dent wants lower-income recipients 
to receive protection against any loss 
from scaling back future cost of liv¬ 
ing increases, these officials said. 

Nor did Obama’s offer include 
raising the age of Medicare eligibil¬ 
ity from 65 to 67, a Republican goal 
that has drawn particularly strong 
objections from Democratic liberals. 

Several officials also said during 
the day that Boehner’s offer late last 
week to accept higher tax rates in¬ 
cluded provisions that would mean 


higher taxes on investment income 
and dividends earned by wealthy 
Americans. 

The people who described the 
talks did so on condition of anonym¬ 
ity, citing the secretive nature of the 
discussions. 

The maneuvering is aimed at 
reaching an agreement that would 
include cancellation of a scheduled 
year-end hike in taxes for nearly all 
wage-earners as well as spending 
cuts at the Pentagon and in domes¬ 
tic programs across the government. 

Economists inside and outside 
the government have warned that 
the combination of the two, set to 
begin at year’s end, could send the 
economy into recession.

Schools made 
right move in 
abandoning 
the Big East 

“The Catholic Seven,” as 
they’re now known, finally 
have realized what college 
sports fans across America 
have known for years. 

The Big East isn’t a real 
football conference. 

It doesn’t play anywhere 
near the same caliber of 
football as the Southeast¬ 
ern Conference, the Big 12 
Conference or the Pacific 
12 Conference. It’s not as 
good as the Big Ten. Or 
even the Atlantic Coast 
Conference. 

It doesn’t deserve a seat 
at the Bowl Championship 
Series table. 

It’s a basketball league. 

Always was. 

Always will be. 

So when the Big East’s 
seven Catholic, basketball¬ 
centric, non-Football Bowl 
Subdivision schools break 
from the conference — as 
founding members St. 
John’s, Georgetown, Vil- 
lanova and Providence, 
along with DePaul and 
Marquette, voted unani¬ 
mously Saturday to do — 
they’re merely going back 
to the league’s roots. 

They should be free to go. 
They should keep the Big 
East name, which the three 
remaining FBS schools 
shouldn’t want, anyway. 
Then they should move on. 

They can invite Xavier 
to join them. Maybe Butler 
and Dayton, too. They can 
put together a strong eight- 
or 10-school basketball 
league sure to fill arenas, 
draw big TV ratings and 
send multiple teams to the 
NCAA Tournament. They 
shouldn’t, as a conference, 
play football. 

They don’t need football. 

Certainly, they don’t 
need to be misfits in a 
hybrid conference that 
enjoys BCS status — for 
now, anyway — but plays 
an off-Broadway brand of 
football no one outside the 
Big East takes seriously. 

And that’s what they are. 

That’s why they’re leav¬ 
ing a Big East that became 
so desperate to be relevant 
in football that it reached 
across three time zones 
to pull in Central Florida, 
Memphis, Houston, SMU, 
Boise State and San Diego 
State for membership in 
2013, rendering its name 
meaningless. 

That is, if there’s still a 
Big East to belong to. 

Don’t be surprised if the 
folks at all of these schools 
— including Central Flori¬ 
da, where athletic officials 
waited for years to get in¬ 
vited — reconsider their 
commitment to the con¬ 
ference and pursue other 
options. Same goes for 
Temple, which was a foot¬ 
ball member this year and 
will become an all-sports 
member next year. 

Same goes for East Car¬ 
olina and Tulane, both 
scheduled to join the Big 
East in 2014, and Navy, 
which planned to become 
a member in 2015. 

More telling, though, is 
all the recent departures 
from the Big East, an exodus 
that began with Miami and 
Virginia Tech fleeing to the 
ACC in 2004 and continued 
with Boston College doing 
the same a year later. 

Since then: 

■ TCU joined the con¬ 
ference but withdrew its 
commitment in 2011 and 
jumped to the Big 12 before 
playing a Big East game. 

■ West Virginia bolted 
for the Big 12 in 2012. 

■ Syracuse, Pittsburgh 
and Louisville are headed 
for the ACC next year. 

■ Rutgers is going to the 
Big Ten in 2014. 

■ Notre Dame, which 
is a Big East member in all 
sports but football, will 
move its non-football pro¬ 
grams to the ACC in 2015.

Jason McCourty and Mi¬ 
chael Griffin each had two 
interceptions, keeping the 
Jets out of the playoffs a 
second straight season af¬ 
ter reaching consecutive 
AFC title games. 

Johnson, with the names 
of the victims of Friday’s 
shootings in Connecticut 
written on his cleats, ran 
94 yards for a franchise- 
record TD in the second 
quarter. Locker’s 13-yard 
TD run at the end of the 
third put the Titans (5-9) 
ahead to stay. 

Locker’s 13-yard quar¬ 
terback keeper around left 
end with 20 seconds left in 
the third quarter gave the 
Titans a 14-10 lead.

Breakup complicates Notre Dame 
departure from troubled Big East

SOUTH BEND, Ind. - Notre 
Dame’s athletic direc¬ 
tor says the recently an¬ 
nounced split between the 
Big East and seven schools 
that don’t play major col¬ 
lege football could com¬ 
plicate the Fighting Irish’s 
exit from the conference. 

“Those two parties 
have to divide assets,” Jack 
Swarbrick told reporters 
Monday. “It poses a ques¬ 
tion about who you’re 
even talking to. Who is 
the Big East? Which of the 
two sides of that has the 
Big East name and rights, 
and who might lay claim 


to the Notre Dame affili¬ 
ation going forward? It’s 
an interesting dynamic to 
try and figure out where all 
that’s headed. One of the 
real challenges we have 
right now is trying to as¬ 
sess when that might settle 
out.” 

Notre Dame announced 
in September it is leaving 
the Big East to join the 
Atlantic Coast Confer¬ 
ence, though its football 
program will remain in¬ 
dependent. 

Big East bylaws require 
27 months’ notice from de¬ 
parting members, which 
would put Notre Dame’s 
arrival in the ACC at 2015. 
The Irish would like to get 


out sooner and the Big East 
has been willing to discuss 
an early exit. 

Swarbrick said that 
Notre Dame, like the sev¬ 
en Catholic schools, is not 
on the hook to pay an exit 
fee to the Big East. He said 
Big East rules that allow 
groups of schools to leave 
without financial penalty 
apply to the Fighting Irish. 
But an early exit might re¬ 
quire some type of com¬ 
pensation. 

West Virginia, Syra¬ 
cuse and Pittsburgh have 
all paid millions of dollars, 
in addition to the Big East’s 
exit fees, to leave the con¬ 
ference before the notifica¬ 
tion period.

Catholic 

conference: 

Challenge, 

opportunity

As a chunk of the Big 
East transforms itself into 
a mostly or even all-Cath- 
olic basketball league, the 
conference faces a choice: 
play up or play down its 
faith-based roots? 

With Catholic higher 
education already strug¬ 
gling to strike a balance 
between faith and finan¬ 
cial security, either course 
carries both challenges 
and opportunities. 

On the one hand, the 
seven schools that an¬ 
nounced Saturday they’ll 
set off on their own — St. 
John’s, Georgetown, Mar¬ 
quette, DePaul, Seton Hall, 
Providence and Villanova 

— have already made clear 
they’ll look to non-denom¬ 
inational institutions that 
otherwise fit their profile, 
such as Butler, to expand. 

But even if they do so, 
the conference’s identity 
will likely lie with its core 
of Catholic-rooted schools. 
To be sure, going overboard 
with that identity could 
harm recruiting of non- 
Catholic students — both 
athletes and non-athletes 

— and limit expansion. But 
a moderate embrace could 
help institutions reconnect 
their sports programs to 
their missions, and reinvigo¬ 
rate their religious identities 
at a time when important 
groups on campus fear it’s 
slipping away. 

Think of a non-secular 
Ivy League, but with much 
better basketball. It might 
take a leap of faith to be¬ 
lieve these days, but the 
NCAA’s musical chairs 
game of conference re¬ 
alignment isn’t always just 
about money. 

“Its’ not all about rev¬ 
enue,” said Warren Zola, 
an assistant dean at Boston 
College’s Carroll School of 
Management, who follows 
college sports business is¬ 
sues closely. “It’s partly 
about brand. I think the 
Catholic schools are looking 
at that and thinking, ‘What 
do we have in common with 
the existing Big East and the 
future Big East?”’ 

It’s not a coincidence that 
the seven schools that an¬ 
nounced Saturday they’re 
separating from the Big East 
are all Catholic. They’re 
each part of a tradition that 
emerged in the late 19th and 
early 20th centuries—church 
institutions that sprang up 
to serve urban immigrant 
communities. Neither their 
demographics nor tightly- 
packed city campuses lent 
themselves to football players 
and stadiums.

Diet Pepsi using new sweetner mixture 


■ Product started hitting 
shelves in early December

NEW YORK -Diet Pepsi is quietly 
changing its sweetener ahead of 
a major rebranding of the soft 
drink set for next month. 

The change comes as Pepsi¬ 
Co Inc. looks to reinvigorate its 
namesake brands after losing 
market share to Coca-Cola Co. 
in recent years. 

Cans of Diet Pepsi around the 
country now list a mix of two 
artificial sweeteners, a pairing 
that is commonly found in newer 
diet sodas. Previously, Diet Pepsi 


used only aspartame, which is 
sensitive to heat and breaks 
down more easily. 

This summer, PepsiCo had de¬ 
clined to say whether it would go 
ahead with such a change after 
reports surfaced that it was test¬ 
ing the new sweeteners. 

Although the switch is only 
intended to help prevent the 
taste from degrading over time, 
companies are often sensitive 
to public perceptions that they 
might be tinkering with major 
brands. 

PepsiCo executives likely 
don’t want to call any attention 


to the use of artificial sweeteners 
in the drink either. 

When reached for comment 
Sunday, PepsiCo spokeswoman 
Andrea Canabal said that Diet 
Pepsi using the new sweetener 
mix started hitting shelves in 
early December. She said the 
new mix will be more widely 
available in the coming weeks. 

“It’s not like a light switch. It’ll 
start appearing as shelf space 
clears,” she said. In January, Cana¬ 
bal said the company is planning 
a major ad campaign that will in¬ 
clude a new logo with a heart and 
the theme “Love Every Sip.” 

The sweetener change will 
not be explicitly communicated 
in the ads, which will feature ac¬ 
tress Sofia Vergara. 

In addition to aspartame, cans 
of Diet Pepsi found in New York, 


Omaha, Neb., and the Bay Area 
now list acesulfame potassium 
as an ingredient. The ingredient 
is often used in combination with 
other artificial sweeteners and can 
be found in a wide range of foods 
including baked goods, chewing 
gum and gelatin desserts. 

John Sicher, editor and pub¬ 
lisher of the industry tracker 
Beverage Digest, said the syn¬ 
ergistic effect of mixing the two 
sweeteners is intended to help 
keep the drink’s sweetening 
power at a constant level, mak¬ 
ing it taste fresh longer. 

“A change in sweetener does 
not change the flavor,” he noted. 

PepsiCo said in a statement 
Sunday that it was adding a “very 
small amount” of acesulfame po¬ 
tassium “to ensure consistency 
with every sip.” The sweeteners 


used in Diet Pepsi vary depend¬ 
ing on the region of the world. 

The move to improve Diet 
Pepsi comes amid a broader push 
by PepsiCo to boost sales of its 
flagship soda. Under pressure 
from investors, CEO Indra Nooyi 
earlier this year announced the 
company would step up invest¬ 
ment in its flagship brands. 

Already this year, PepsiCo has 
made several splashy moves in¬ 
cluding a wide-ranging partner¬ 
ship with singer Beyonce and a 
multiyear deal with the National 
Football League to sponsor the 
Super Bowl halftime show. TV 
ads for Pepsi have also featured 
singer Nicki Minaj, New Orleans 
Saints quarterback Drew Brees, 
the boy band One Direction and 
international soccer stars in¬ 
cluding Lionel Messi.

Industrial metals prices fell Monday 
after manufacturing slowed in the New 
York area this month, reflecting a sluggish 
trend across the nation. 

Copper, silver, platinum and palladium 
each fell less than 1 percent. 

The Federal Reserve’s Empire State 
Manufacturing Survey found that general 
business conditions declined in December 
for a fifth consecutive month. Orders and 


shipments also fell. 

The results mirror a weaker trend 
in U.S. manufacturing, which shrank in 
November to the slowest pace since July 
2009, according to the Institute forSupply 
Management. 

Company owners have delayed pur¬ 
chases of machinery and equipment 
because of uncertainty about where the 
economy may be headed. 

There also are worries about demand 
in China after new Communist Party 
leaders promised reforms aimed at re¬ 
ducing reliance on exports and increas¬ 
ing spending if needed to promote eco¬ 
nomic growth. China is a huge importer 
of raw materials, including copper, oil 
and soybeans. 

Demand for industrial metals largely 
depends on stimulus measures to help the 
economy and rebuilding. None of that will 
start until the first quarter of next year, 


said George Gero, vice president at RBC 
Global Futures. 

In March metals contracts, silver fell 
1.9 cents to finish at $32.28 per ounce, 
copper dropped 1.7 cents to $3,666 per 
pound and palladium ended down $3.75 
at$698.30 an ounce. January platinum fell 
$6 to $1,608.50 an ounce. 

The price of gold rose slightly on en¬ 
couraging signs about the budget negotia¬ 
tions. President Barack Obama and House 
Speaker John Boehner need to reach an 
agreement on a new budget that can be 
approved by Congress before Jan. 1. With¬ 
out a deal, spending cuts and tax hikes 
will go into effect that some economists 
believe will push the U.S. in recession. 

Gold for February delivery rose $1.20 
to end at $1,698.20 an ounce. 

Volume was light across the metals 
complex as many traders solidified their 
portfolios ahead of next week’s holidays. 


Foreign holdings 
of U.S. debt hit 
record in October

WASHINGTON - Foreign 
ownership of U.S. Trea¬ 
sury securities rose to a 
record level in October, a 
sign that overseas inves¬ 
tors remain confident in 
U.S. debt despite a poten¬ 
tial budget crisis. 

Total foreign holdings 
of U.S. Treasurys rose to 
$5.48 trillion in October, 
the Treasury Department 
said Monday. That was up 
O.l percent from Septem¬ 
ber. Still, the increase of 
$6 billion was the weakest 
since total holdings fell in 
December 2011. 

China, the largest holder 
of U.S. government debt, 
increased its holdings 
slightly to $1.16 trillion. 
Japan, the second-largest 
holder, boosted its hold¬ 
ings by a smaller amount 
to $1.13 trillion. Brazil, the 
country with the third- 
largest holdings, increased 
its total to $255.2 billion. 

The new figures show 
that investors are still 
seeking the perceived safe¬ 
ty of U.S. Treasurys, even 
as lawmakers and Presi¬ 


dent Barack Obama re¬ 
main at odds over whether 
to raise the U.S. borrowing 
limit as part of a broader 
budget deal. 

But economists also said 
the slowdown in purchas¬ 
es of Treasury securities 
suggests that investors are 
more willing to buy other 
debt, including from Euro¬ 
pean governments. That 
might indicate that fears 
of a financial catastrophe 
in Europe are easing. 

The federal govern¬ 
ment is expected to hit its 
borrowing limit of $16.39 
trillion by the end of De¬ 
cember. 

Treasury Secretary 
Timothy Geithner has 
said he would resort to the 
same financial maneuvers 
he used in the last debt 
standoff in 2011 to keep the 
government from default¬ 
ing on its debt. 

But these operations 
will buy only a few weeks’ 
time, until late February 
or early March. By then, 
the government will face 
the prospect of a first-ever 
debt default if Congress 
doesn’t raise the debt ceil¬ 
ing. 


France’s big stars relocating 
to avoid huge tax increase

France’s Socialist gov¬ 
ernment is introducing a 
75-percent income tax on 
those earning over $1.3 
million, leading some of 
the country’s rich and fa¬ 
mous to set up residency 
in less fiscally demanding 
countries. 

Here’s a look at some 
big names in France and 
elsewhere whose changes 
of address over the years 
have meant lighter taxes. 

■ The French prime 
minister has accused ac¬ 
tor Gerard Depardieu of 
being “pathetic” and “un¬ 
patriotic,” saying he set up 
residence in a small vil¬ 


lage just across the border 
in neighboring Belgium 
to avoid paying taxes in 
France. 

■ In 2005, the Beatles’ 
Ringo Starr took up resi¬ 
dency in Monaco, where 
he gets to keep a higher 
percentage of royalties 
than he would in Britain 
or Los Angeles. 

■ In 1972, The Rolling 
Stones controversially 
moved to the south of 
France to escape onerous 
British taxes. Though it 
caused a stink at the time, 
it spawned one of the 
group’s most seminal al¬ 
bums, “Exile on Main St.” 
The title is a reference to 
their tax-dodging. 


Budget talk progress spurs stocks

NEW YORK - Stocks rose on Wall Street 
as investors were encouraged by signs of 
progress in budget talks in Washington. 
Just two weeks remain before tax increas¬ 
es and government spending cuts take ef¬ 
fect if no deal is reached. 

On the floor of the New York Stock Ex¬ 
change, stock traders paused for a minute 
of silence at 9:15 a.m. EST to remember 
the 20 children and seven adults killed 
Friday in a gunman’s rampage through a 
Connecticut elementary school. 

The Dow Jones industrial average rose 
100.38 points to 13,235.39, its biggest gain 
this month. The Standard & Poor’s 500 
index climbed 16.78 points to 1,430.36 and 
the Nasdaq composite index rose 39.27 
points to 3,010.60. 

Banks were among the best-performing 
stocks. Citigroup gained $1.55,4.1 percent, 
to $39.15 after Raymond James raised its 
target price on the stock to $52 from $44. 
In a note to clients, the brokerage reaf¬ 


firmed its “Strong Buy” rating, citing the 
“improving fundamental outlook.” Bank 
of America also gained 42 cents, or 4 per¬ 
cent, to $11. 

Investors are currently favoring finan¬ 
cial stocks over technology stocks, said 
Ben Schwarz, chief market strategist at 
Lightspeed Financial. 

“The banks are ripping today,” Schwarz 
said. “People are looking for stability and 
the tech sector hasn’t given them any.” 

Financial companies make up the best 
performing industry group in the S&P 
500 this year, according to FactSet data. 
The group, which includes banks such as 
Wells Fargo & Co. and insurers such as 
Travelers, has gained 25 percent this year. 

Apple rose $9.04, or 1.8 percent, to 
$518.83 after the company said it sold 
more than 2 million iPhone 5s in China 
in their first three days of availability. The 
technology giant’s stock has fallen 26 per¬ 
cent since it closed at a record $702.10 
in September and is trading close to its 
lowest since February.

It wasn’t until rela¬ 
tively recently that scurvy 
proved to be a deficiency 
of vitamin C.

Watch out: SantaCon coming to town 

■ Pub crawls innocent fun for some; a little overboard for others

NEW YORK - It’s a meetup, 
it’s a party, it’s a spectacle: 
SantaCon is coming to 
town — in fact, to near¬ 
ly 300 towns and cities 
around the world. 

Maybe you’ve seen 
them in your neighbor¬ 
hood: Dozens, sometimes 
hundreds of Santas ho, ho, 
ho-ing in and out of bars, 
stopping traffic and pos¬ 
ing for photos. The red- 
suited, white-bearded 
revelers have gathered 
in Trafalgar Square in 
London and Tiananmen 
Square in Beijing. They’ve 
walked across the Brook¬ 
lyn Bridge. And this past 
weekend in Los Angeles, 
they visited the space shut¬ 
tle en masse at the Califor¬ 
nia Science Center. 

“It’s innocent fun,” said 
Tim Mambort, 27, who’s 
been taking part in Santa¬ 
Con in New York City for 
five years with friends 
from college. “You end up 
standing in a bar singing 
‘Jingle Bells’ with people 
you just met, all dressed 
like Santa, or walking 
with hundreds of Santas 
to Central Park, or filling 
up an entire subway car 
with Santas.” 

But whether SantaCon is 
naughty or nice depends on 
whom you ask. 

The website for the New 
York City event, planned 
for Saturday, says Santa¬ 
Con “is not a bar crawl. 
Every time you call it that, 
a sugarplum fairy dies.” 

But the fact is, most 
SantaCons involve stops 
at bars along a prescribed 
route, and over the years, 
there have been isolated 
reports of misbehavior. In 
New York, police have is¬ 
sued summonses for vio¬ 
lations of open container 
laws, and some bars refuse 
entry to anyone dressed 
in red. Last year, residents 


of Lower Manhattan com¬ 
plained of drunken Santas 
vomiting and urinating in 
the streets. 

“There was one Santa 
lying on the ground and 
I saw a father go by with 
two young children and 
the little girl said, ‘Daddy, 
what is wrong with Santa?’ 
” said Community Board 1 
member Paul Hovitz, who 
worries that the event en¬ 
courages binge drinking 
and underage drinking. 

Ian Sibley, who orga¬ 
nizes the SantaCon.info 
webpage, acknowledges 
that “a dark shadow seems 
to haunt the event. So we 
take the extra step of em¬ 
phasizing not drinking too 
much and perhaps support¬ 
ing a good cause.” 

Indeed, many Santa¬ 
Cons require participants 
to bring donations for food 
banks or Toys for Tots, or 
raise money for children’s 
charities or no-kill pet shel¬ 
ters. 

Sibley started SantaCon. 
info five years ago with a 
half-dozen listings after 


“encountering this crazy 
thing with all these people 
dressed up like Santa” in 
Asheville, N.C. The web¬ 
site now lists nearly 275 
events in 37 countries be¬ 
tween November and Janu¬ 
ary. Sibley says SantaCons 
have been held on every 
continent — from Uganda 
to Katmandu to Sydney and 
even Antarctica — but he 
dates the first events to the 
1990s in Copenhagen and 
San Francisco. He says 
New York is one of the 
biggest, drawing 20,000 
Santas. 

Anna Sandler, a mom 
from Maplewood, N.J., 
thinks most participants 
take seriously the notion 
that SantaCon must not 
hurt Santa’s image. Two 
years ago while pushing 
her toddler in a stroller in 
Manhattan, Sandler en¬ 
countered “tons of Santas 
crossing the street and 
had no idea why. It was the 
most amazing spectacle.” 
She stopped a few Santas to 
chat, then went home and 
looked the event up online. 


“The Santas were com¬ 
pletely hammered, but also 
completely polite,” she said. 
“They were definitely fol¬ 
lowing the SantaCon creed 
of being super-respectful.” 

Like zombie walks at 
Halloween, SantaCon is a 
grassroots phenomenon, 
organized locally and 
mostly through digital 
media, from email blasts 
and websites to Twit¬ 
ter and Foursquare. The 
term SantaCon may bring 
to mind Comic-Con, the 
pop culture convention, 
but there’s no industry 
behind SantaCon, though 
a growth in sales of Santa 
suits led Party City to start 
advertising on SantaCon. 
info in 2011. 

“Our Santa suits have al¬ 
ways sold to the Santa who 
dresses up at the mall or 
dad dressing up at home,” 
said Melissa Sprich, Party 
City’s vice president of 
costumes and accessories. 
“But we started to see an 
increase in sales and were 
hearing that local events 
were occurring with peo¬ 


ple dressing up for this 
SantaCon thing.” 

Demographics for the 
events also led Party City 
to add Santa styles for 
women — including some 
sexy looks — as well as ac¬ 
cessories like antlers. 

Dana Humphrey, 29, who 
dressed like Mrs. Claus last 
year and is going as an elf 
this year, has made Santa¬ 
Con in Manhattan a tradi¬ 
tion with friends, starting 
with brunch, then joining 
SantaCon crowds for the 
route’s first stop at a bar in 
the Wall Street area. Along 
the way, they’ve posed for 
photos at the famous Wall 
Street bull sculpture and 
done an Ace of Bass sing- 
along with 80 Santas. 

“You’ll find groups of 
Santas doing all kinds of 
ridiculous things,” she said. 

Nigel Parry is organizing 
the fifth annual SantaCon 
in Lowertown, an artsy his¬ 
toric neighborhood in St. 
Paul, Minn. The gathering 
drew 200 Santas last year 
and is accompanied by a 
brass band that leads rev¬ 
elers in and out of bars. One 


of the first stops is billed 
as an “all ages” event at 
the Black Dog Cafe where 
parents can bring kids. But 
how do you explain to a 
wide-eyed 5-year-old why 
there are 50 Santas, not just 
one? 

“That’s up to the parents 
to get creative,” Parry said. 
“Some just say, 'These are 
not real Santas — they’re 
just dressed up as Santa.’” 

Some customers “come 
in early and stake out their 
seats” just to watch, said 
Sara Remke, co-owner of 
the Black Dog Cafe. “It’s very 
much a spectator event.” 

But most SantaCons 
stress that they are not for 
kids, and Sibley says that’s 
part of the appeal. 

“The holidays tend to be 
family oriented and adults 
get squat,” Sibley said. 
“They work hard all year 
and extra hard over the 
holidays. So when you get 
a costume on like Santa, the 
pressures of the real world 
are lifted. You have this 
strange camaraderie be¬ 
cause everyone is dressed 
like you.” 


Alabama’s last no-alcohol county 
votes dry, but drinks still available

LINEVILLE, Ala. - Clay 
County has almost 14,000 
residents, around 100 
churches and not a single 
place where you can buy a 
beer legally. 

There’s no Bud Light in 
the cooler at the corner 
convenience store and no 
fine wine for sale at the 
Piggly Wiggly supermar¬ 
ket. 

But bootleggers a few 
streets away will sell you 
a can of beer for $1.25. 

This scenic but poor 
county in the hills about 50 
miles east of Birmingham 
harkens back to the 1920s, 
when Prohibition was the 
law of the land. After a 
neighboring county recent¬ 
ly voted wet, Clay County 
became the last bone-dry 
county in Alabama and 
one of a dwindling number 
across the nation. 

Nestled at the southern 
tip of the Appalachians 
and lacking so much as a 
federal highway to bring in 
visitors, people here pride 
themselves on scraping 
by. To some, prohibiting 
legal alcohol sales is both 
a moral issue and part of 
being off the beaten path. 

“Clay County is more of 
a rural setting. Family val¬ 
ues are held more dearly 
to the heart,” said the Rev. 
Bruce Willis, a staunch al¬ 
cohol opponent and mis¬ 
sions director of the Carey 
Baptist Association. With 
33 churches that have 5,371 
members on their rolls, 
the association accounts 
for about 39 percent of the 
county’s entire population. 

It’s not that no one 
drinks in Clay County; 
possession of limited 
amounts of alcohol is le¬ 
gal, and plenty of residents 
buy beer and liquor across 
county lines and take it 
home. It’s an open secret 
that bootleggers buy beer 
or liquor legally elsewhere 
and sell it in the county, 
said County Commission 
Chairman Wayne Watts, 
a former police chief of 
Lineville.

“It’s pretty wet to be 
dry,” said Watts, driving 
through a part of town 
where empty beer cans 
litter the ground marking 
bootleggers’ homes. 

But even supporters of 
legalizing alcohol sales 
see little chance things 
will change in a county 
that’s best known for win¬ 
ning high school football 
teams and its most famous 
native, the late Supreme 
Court Justice Hugo Black. 

“There’s just hasn’t been 
an appetite for it,” said 
Matt Hooten, a business¬ 
man who splits his time 
between Clay County and 
Montgomery and favors 
the legalization of alcohol 
sales. 

The issue last came up 
for a countywide vote in 
1986, when overwhelming 
opposition from churches 
helped defeat the proposal 
2,716-2,223. Local papers 
were filled with advertise¬ 
ments and letters from al¬ 
cohol opponents leading 
up to the vote. 

“Is placing my approval 
upon liquor morally right 
or wrong? God’s word says 
it is wrong!” said one ad, 
placed by a pro-dry group 
whose chairman is the 
namesake for the local Na¬ 
tional Guard armory. 


A petition for another 
referendum died about 
four years ago, and no 
one has tried again since 
then. Jimmy Barton, who 
remembers buying alcohol 
from bootleggers years 
ago and now owns an auto 
parts store, favors going 
wet. He still has one of the 
old petitions with only a 
few signatures and lots of 
empty lines where no one 
signed. 

Staging a vote requires 
signatures from 25 percent 
of the people who voted in 
the last countywide elec¬ 
tion, and Barton said he’s 
not sure when that will 
happen again. 

“It’s hard to read. You 
have closet drinkers who 
will vote it dry every 
time,” he said. 

No one keeps such sta¬ 
tistics on exactly how 
many U.S. counties are 
totally dry, but the number 
appears to be decreasing, 
said Margaret Barchine. 
She’s a spokeswoman for 
the National Alcohol Bev¬ 
erage Control Associa¬ 
tions, composed of indus¬ 
try members and alcohol 
agencies in 17 states that 
have control organiza¬ 
tions. 

“Each state has its own 
way of operating,” she said. 
“That makes it difficult.” 

But hundreds of coun¬ 
ties prohibit sales at least 
in part. 

Fewer than 50 of the 
254 counties in Texas are 
totally wet, with the re¬ 
maining banning sales at 
least in part, according to 
the Texas Alcoholic Bev¬ 
erage Control Board. Ken¬ 
tucky is one of the soberest 
states, at least by law, with 
39 of its 120 counties total¬ 
ly banning alcohol sales, 
just like Clay County. 

Of Alabama’s 67 coun¬ 
ties, 25 are dry in unincor¬ 
porated areas yet also have 
cities where alcohol sales 
are legal. Blount County 
recently voted against al¬ 
lowing legalized sales yet 
it has two country clubs 
where the booze flows 
freely — and legally — 
under a special exemption.

Christmas travel forecast is the busiest in six years

NEW YORK - This Christmas travel 
season could be the busiest in six 
years, with AAA predicting that 

93.3 million Americans will hit the 
road. That’s 1.6 percent more than 
last year and just 400,000 people shy 
of the 2006 record. 

More cars will crowd the high¬ 
ways than ever before, largely be¬ 
cause finding a seat on a plane at a 
desirable price has gotten more diffi¬ 
cult. AAA says a record 84.4 million 
people will drive at least 50 miles be¬ 
tween Dec. 22 and Jan. 1. That’s 90.5 
percent of holiday travelers, up from 

89.3 percent six years ago. 

Put another way: one in four 
Americans will be driving long 


distances for Christmas and New 
Year’s. So expect plenty of traffic 
jams, crowded highway rest stops 
and overflowing toll plazas. 

The price of gas could be close 
to the average of $3.23 a gallon that 
drivers paid last Christmas Day. 
The price has dropped about 50 
cents since September. AAA esti¬ 
mates the average price will range 
between $3.20 and $3.40 a gallon by 
New Year’s Day, according to AAA. 
That’s pricey, but hardly a deterrent 
to holiday travel. 

“The year-end holiday season re¬ 
mains the least volatile of all travel 
holidays as Americans will not let 
economic conditions or high gas 
prices dictate if they go home for 
the holidays or kick off the New Year 


with a vacation,” say AAA president 
and CEO Robert Darbelnet. 

The travel forecast done by IHS 
Global Insight for AAA, one of the na¬ 
tion’s largest leisure travel agencies, is 
based on interviews with 655 Ameri¬ 
cans and factors in estimates about 
the overall health of the economy. 

While about 1 million more peo¬ 
ple will driver, fewer will travel by 
plane. 

Airlines for America, the indus¬ 
try’s trade group, estimates that 
about 15 million people will fly be¬ 
tween Dec. 17 and Jan. 6. The group 
says there will be 42 million seg¬ 
ments — a takeoff and landing — 
flown by passengers. That’s about 
300,000, or 1 percent, fewer seg¬ 
ments than last year.

Today is Tuesday, Dec. 18, the 353rd 
day of 2012. There are 13 days left in 
the year. 

Today's highlight in history: 

On Dec. 18,1912, the Piltdown Man 
made its public debut as fossil col¬ 
lector Charles Dawson reported to 
the Geological Society of London his 
discovery of supposedly fragmented 
early human remains at a gravel pit 
in Piltdown. (More than four decades 
later, the Piltdown Man was exposed 
as a hoax.) 

On this date: 

In 1892, Tchaikovsky’s ballet “The 
Nutcracker” publicly premiered in St. 
Petersburg, Russia. 

In 1940, Adolf Hitler ordered secret 
preparations for Nazi Germany to 
invade the Soviet Union. (Operation 
Barbarossa was launched in June 
1941.) 

In 1962, “Mister Magoo’s Christmas 
Carol,” an animated musical adapta¬ 
tion of the Charles Dickens story, first 
aired on NBC-TV. 

In 1971, the Rev. Jesse Jackson 
announced in Chicago the founding 
of Operation PUSH (People United to 
Save Humanity). 

In 1972, the United States began 
heavy bombing of North Vietnamese 
targets during the Vietnam War. (The 
bombardment ended 11 days later.) 

Ten years ago: Robert Johnson, the 
billionaire founder of Black Entertain¬ 
ment Television, was chosen as owner 
of the NBA’s new Charlotte expansion 
franchise. 

One year ago: Medical student So¬ 
phie Clarke was crowned the winner 
of CBS’ “Survivor: South Pacific.”
